Using 2.75mm Needles and C, cast on 77 (87-97-109-117) 
sts. 

Work 7 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Next row (hemline) - Knit. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Work 6 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Com throughout in stocking st and stripes of 6 rows M, 12 
rows C and rem in M, AT SAME TIME dec one st at each end 
of 5th and foil 6th rows until 65 (73-81-89-95) sts rem. 



Work 5 (7-9-9-11) rows. 

Shape raglan armholes - Cast off 3 (4-4-4-4) sts at beg of 
next 2 rows ... 59 (65-73-81-87) sts. 

Work 4 (4-2-2-2) rows. 

Next row - Kl, Dec 3B, knit to last 7 sts, Dec 3F, K1 ... 53 
(59-67-75-81) sts. 

Dec (as before) at each end of foil 10th (6th-6th-6th-6th) 
row/s until 47 (53-55-51-45) sts rem, then in foil 8th rows 
until 23 (23-25-27-27) sts rem. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using 2.75mm Needles and C, cast on 42 (47-52-58-62) sts. 

1st row - Knit 

2nd row - K3, purl to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows twice, then 1st row once. 

Next row (hemline) - Knit. 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times. 

Com in stocking st (keeping garter st border correa 
throughout) and stripes of 6 rows M, 12 rows C and rem in M, 
AT SAME TIME dec one st at beg of 5th and foil 6th rows until 
36 (40-44-48-51) sts rem. 

Work 5 (7-9-9-11) rows. 

Shape raglan armhole - Keeping garter st border correct. 
Next row - Cast off 3 (4-4-4-4) sts, knit to end ... 33 
(36-40-44-47) sts. 

Work 5 (5-3-3-3) rows. 

Next row - Kl, Dec 3B, knit to end ... 30 (33-37-41-44) sts. 
Dec (as before) at beg of foil 10th (6th-6th-6th-6th) row/s 
until 27 (30-31-29-26) sts rem, then in foil 8th row/s until 21 
(21-22-23-23) sts rem. 

Work 2 rows. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 8 (8-9-10-10) sts, purl to 
end ... 13 sts. 

Dec one st at neck edge in next and alt rows 4 times in all, AT 
SAME TIME dec at armhole edge (as before) in foil 8th row 
from previous dec once ... 6 sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Next row - (Kl, K2tog) twice. 

Next row - P4. 

Next row - Kl, K2tog, Kl. 

Next row - P3. 

Next row - Kl, K2tog. 

Next row - P2, turn, K2tog. Fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Using 2.75mm Needles and C, cast on 42 (47-52-58-62) sts. 
1st row - Knit 

2nd row - Puri to last 3 sts, K3. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows twice, then 1st row once. 

Next row (hemline) - Knit. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times. 

Working throughout in stocking st and stripes as for Back 
and Left Front and noting to keep garter st border correct, 
dec one st at end of 5th row. Size 18 months only - then in 
foil 6th row once. 

All sizes ... 41 (46-51-57-60) sts. 

Work 1 (3-1-3-1) row/s. 

Next row - K3, yfwd, K2tog, knit to end ... buttonhole. 
Dec at end of foil 6th rows from previoue dec until 36 
(40-44-48-51) sts rem, AT SAME TIME working a 
buttonhole (as before) in foil I6th (18th-22nd-20th-22nd) 
row/s 1 (1-1-2-2) time/s.

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles and C, cast on 43 (45-47-49-51) sts. 
Work 7 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Next row (hemline) - Knit. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Work 6 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Com throughout in stocking st and stripes of 6 rows M, 12 
rows C and rem in M, AT SAME TIME inc one st at each end of 
3rd and foil alt (4th-4th-6th-6th) row/s until there are 47 
(57-53-67-71) sts, then in foil 4th (6th-6th-8th-8th) row/s 
until there are 57 (61-65-69-73) sts. 

Com without shaping until work measures 11 (13-16-19- 
21) cm (or length desired) from hemline, ending with a purl 
row. 

Shape raglan - Cast off 3 (4-4-4-4) sts at beg of next 2 rows 
... 51 (53-57-61-65) sts. 

Sizes 0, 3, 12 and 18 months - Dec one st at each end of 
next 3 (1-2-1) row/s. 

AU sizes ... 45 (51-57-57-63) sts. 

Work 1 (3-2-6-T) row/s. 

Next row - Kl, Dec 3B, knit to last 7 sts, Dec 3F, Kl ... 39 
(45-51-51-57) sts. 

Dec (as before) at each end of foil 10th (6th-6th-6th-6th) 
row/s until 33 (39-39-33-27) sts rem, then in foil 8th rows 
until 9 sts rem. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

COLLAR 

Using 2.75mm Needles and C, cast on 101 (101-107-113- 
113) sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

4th and 5th rows - Purl. 

6th row - Knit. 

7th row - K3, purl to last 3 sts, K3. 

Rep 6th and 7th rows a further 5 times ... 17 rows in all. 
18th row - K4, * Kl, K2tog, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4 ... 70 
(70-74-78-78) sts. 



19th row - As 7th row. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS Using back-stitch, join raglan seams, 
matching decs and noting that tops of sleeves form part of 
neckline. Join side and sleeve seams. Fold all hems onto 
wrong side at hemline and slip-stitch loosely in position. 
Using a flat seam, sew cast-off edge of collar to neckline, beg 
and ending either side of garter st borders on fronts. Sew 
buttons in position. 

PANTS 

LEFT LEG 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 43 (45-49-51-55) sts. 

Work 7 rows slocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Next row (hemline) - Knit. 

Work 8 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Next row - K4 (3-5-4-6), * inc in each of next, rib 1, rep 
from * to last 3 (2-4-3-5) sts, K3 (2-4-3-5) ... 61 (65-69- 
73-77) sts. 

Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Com in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of foil 4th 
(6th-6th-8th-8th) row/s until there are 71 (73-89-77-91) 
sts, then in foil alt (4th-4th-6th-6th) row/s until there are 79 
(85-91-99-105) sts. 

Work 5 rows. 

Shape crotch - Cast on 4 (5-6-6-T) sts at beg of next 2 rows 
... 87 (95-103-111-119) sts. 

Work 10 (10-10-8-8) rows. 

Dec at each end of next and foil 10th (8th-8th-8th-8th) 
rows unUl 77 (83-89-95-103) sts rem. ♦♦ 

Work 7 (11-7-5-9) rows. 

Shape back - NOTE - When turning, bring yarn to front of 
work, slip next st onto right-hand needle, ybk, slip st back 
onto left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as instruaed. 
This avoids holes in work. 

1st row - K58 (64-66-72-78), turn. 

2nd and alt rows - Purl to end. 

3rd row - K51 (56-58-63-68), turn. 

5th row - K44 (48-50-54-58), turn 
7th row - K37 (40-42-45-48), turn 
9th row - K30 (32-34-36-38), turn. 

11th row - K23 (24-26-27-28), turn. 

13th row - Knit across all sts to end. 

I4th row - Purl. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Next row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

Next row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep last 2 rows 6 times ... 14 rows rib in all. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT LEG 

Work as for Left Leg to 
Work 8 (12-8-6-10) rows. 

Shape back - Working purl for knit and knit for purl 
throughout, work rows 1 to 13 incl as for Left Leg. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Work 14 rows rib as for Left Leg. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join front and back 
seams. Join leg and crotch seams. Fold hems at ankles in half 
onto wrong side at hemline and slip-stitch loosely in 
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position. Thread elastic through 2nd, 7th and 12th rows of 
rib at waist and draw up to desired measurement. 

HAT 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 113 (129-141-151-157) sts. 
1st row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. • 

2nd row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 5 times ... 12 rows rib in all. 

Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row (hemline) - Purl. 

Work 17 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row (hemline) - Purl. 

Work 4 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Change to 3 25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st (beg with a knit row - thus reversing 
fabric) until work measures 8 (9-10-11-12) cm from last 
hemline row, ending with a purl row and dec 0 (0-4-6-4) sts 
evenly across last row ... 113 (129-137-145-153) sts. 
Shape crown - 1st row - Kl, * K2tog, K12 (14-15-16-17), 
rep from ♦ to end ... 105 (121-129-137-145) sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

5th row - Kl, * K2tog, Kll (13-14-15-16), rep from * to 
end ... 97 (113-121-129-137) sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

9th row - Kl, K2tog, KIO (12-13-14-15), rep from to 
end ... 89 (105-113-121-129) sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

13th row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, K9 (11-12-13-14), rep from * to 



end ... 81 (97-105-113-121) sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

17th row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, K8 (10-11-12-13), rep from * to 
end ... 73 (89-97-105-113) sts. 

Work 1 row. 

19th row - Kl, * K2tog, rep from * to end ... 37 (45-49-53- 
57) sts. 

Work 1 row. 

21st row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, rep from * to end ... 19 (23-25-27- 
29) sts. 

Break off yam. Run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and 
fasten off securely. 

BOW 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 25 sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

7th row - Knit. 

8th row - K3, purl to last 3 sts, K3. 

Rep last 2 rows a further 6 times. 

Knit 6 rows garter st. 

Cast off knit ways. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join seam, noting to 
reverse seam for brim. Fold brim onto right side at first 
hemline row and slip-stitch loosely in position. Fold brim 
onto right side at 2nd hemline row as illustrated. Gather 
centre of bow (as illustrated), winding yarn around, then 
sew bow to front of hat as illustrated. .

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times ... 8 rows rib in all. 

Beg stripe patt - Using C, 1st and 2nd rows - Knit. 

Work 10 rows stocking st (beg with a knit row). 

13th and l4th rows - Knit. 

Using M, 15th row - Cast on 4 sts, knit to end. 

I6th row - Cast on 4 sts, purl to end ... 61 (69-77-87-91) 
sts. 

Work a further 10 rows stocking st. 

Last 26 rows form stripe patt 

Com in stripe patt until work measures 10 (12-14-17-19) 
cm from beg, working last row on wrong side. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of 
armholes as there is no armhole shaping. 

Work a further 42 (46-50-54-58) rows patt.

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Shape shoulders - Keeping patt correa, cast off 5

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles and M, cast on 35 (37-39-41-45) sts. 
Work 12 rows rib as for Back, inc 6 (6-6-8-8) sts evenly 
across last row ... 41 (43-45-49-53) sts. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Working throughout in stripe patt as for Back, inc at each 
end of 5th and foil alt (alt-alt-alt-4th) row/s until there are 
53 (55-55-53-79) sts, then in foil 4th (4th-4th-4th-6th) 
row/s until there are 57 (63-69-75-81) sts. 

Cont in patt without shaping until work measures 11 
(13-16-19-21) cm (or length desired) from beg, working 
last row on wrong side. 

Cast off. 

COLLAR 

Using 2.75mm Needles and M, cast on 77 (85-85-93-93) sts. 
Work 14 rows rib as for Back. 

15th row - Rib 5, * ybk, si 1, K2tog, psso, rib 5, rep from * to 
end ... 59 (65-65-71-71) sts. 

Keeping rib correa, cast off 5 (5-5-6-6) sts at beg of next 6 
rows, then 4 (6-6-5-5) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 21 (23-23-25-25) sts loosely in rib. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

With right side facing, using 2.75mm Needles and M, knit up 
25 sts evenly along right side of front opening. 

Work 3 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 

4th row - Rib 8, yfwd, K2tog, rib 10, yfwd, K2tog, rib 3 ... 2 
buttonholes. 

Work 3 rows rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work to correspond with Right Front Band, omitting 
buttonholes. 

SIDE SPLIT BANDS 

With right side facing, using 3.25mm Needles and M, knit up 
19 sts evenly along side split edge. 



Work 5 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

Work rem side split bands to correspond. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 
Sew in sleeves evenly between coloured threads, placing 
centre of sleeves to shoulder seams. Join side and sleeve 
seams. Sew end of right front band to sts caj5t-off at centre 
front, then slip-stitch end of other band in position 
underneath. Sew on buttons. Using a flat seam, sew collar in 
position, beg and ending in centre of front bands. Sew ends 
of side splits in position to cast-on sts at side edges of Back 
and Front.

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times ... 8 rows rib in all. 

Work 6 rows stocking st. 

Next row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Cont in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of foil 4th 
(6th-6th-6th-8th) rows until there are 61 (65-77-93-89) 
sts, then in foil alt (4th-4th-4th-6th) row/s until there are 73 
(79-87-95-99) sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

Shape crotch - Cast on 4 (5-5-5-6) sts at beg of next 2 rows 
... 81 (89-97-105-111) sts. 

Work 8 (8-6-6-6) rows. 

Dec at each end of next and foil 10th (10th-8ih-8th-8th) 
rows until 71 (79-83-91-95) sts rem. ** 

Work 5 (9-7-11-7) tows. 

Shape back - NOTE - When turning, bring yarn to front of 
work, slip next st onto right-hand needle, ybk, slip st back 
onto left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as instruaed. 
This avoids holes in work. 

1st row - K54 (60-62-68-70), turn 
2nd and alt rows - Purl to end. 

3rd row - K47 (52-54-59-61), turn 
5th row - K40 (44-46-50-52), turn.

11th row - K19 (20-22-23-25), turn

ACCESSORIES - 1 pair each 3.25mm (No 10) and 2.75mm 
(No 12), 1 set 2.75mm (No 12) Aero Knitting Needles or sizes 
needed to give correct tension. 3 Stitch Holders and 2 Terries 
Buttons for Jumper; Length of Round Elastic for Pants. 



ABBREVIATIONS - See page 8. 



Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of 
armholes as there is no armhole shaping. ** 

Work a further 26 (30-34-38-42) rows stocking st. 

CHvide for back opening - 1st row - K33 (38-42-46-50), 
turn. 

Com on these 33 (38-42-46-50) sts. 

2nd row - K4, purl to end. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows twice, then 2nd row once. 

9th row - Knit to last 3 sts, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl. 
Rep 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 2nd row once. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-7-8-9) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 4 (6-6-6-T) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Work 1 row. 

Leave rem 14 (14-15-16-16) sts on a stitch-holder. 

Join M to rem sts, cast on 4 sts for underlap, knit to end ... 33 
(38-42-46-50) sts. 

2nd row - Purl to last 4 sts, K4. 

3rd row - Knit to end. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 5 times. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-7-8-9) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 4 (6-6-6-T) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Leave rem 14 (14-15-16-16) sts on a stitch-holder. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to 

Work 26 (30-34-36-40) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - K25 (30-33-37-41), turn. 

*** Com on these 25 (30-33-37-41) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in every row until 21 (26-29-33-37) sts 
rem, then in alt rows until 19 (24-27-30-34) sts rem. 

Work 3 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-7-8-9) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 4 (6-6-6-T) sts.’*'** 

Slip next 12 (12-14-14-14) sts onto stitch-holder and leave. 
Join M to rem sts and knit to end. 

Rep from *** to ***, working 4 rows instead of 3 before 
shoulder shaping. 



TENSION - 29 sts and 38.5 rows to 10 cm over stocking 
st, using 3.25mm Needles. 

FIRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller 
needles, if more sts use bigger needles. 

JUMPER 

BACK 

Using 3.25mm Needles and Cl, cast on 62 (72-80-88-96) 
sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Beg border patt 
Using C2, 1st row - Knit. 

2nd row - Purl 

3rd row - Kl (0-4-2-0), * (K2tog) twice, (yfwd, Kl) 4 
times, (K2tog) twice, rep from * to last 1 (0-4-2-0) st/s, Kl 
(0-4-2-0). 

4th row - Knit. 

Rows 1 to 4 incl form border patt 

Work a further 16 rows border patt in stripes of 4 rows M, 4 
rows Cl, 4 rows C2 and 4 rows M. 

Using M for rem, work in stocking st until work measures 10 
(12-14-17-19) cm from beg, working last row on wrong 
side. 



SLEEVES 

Using 3.25mm Needles and Cl, cast on 50 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Beg border patt 

Work 20 rows in border patt and stripes as for Size A of Back. 
Working in stocking st and M for rem, inc at each end of next 
and foil 4th rows until there are 58 (62-68-74-78) sts. 
Work 9 rows. 

Cast off loosely. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side 
facing, using set of 2.75mm Needles and M, knit up 64 
(64-68-74-74) sts evenly around neck, incl sts from 
stitch-holders. 

Next row - Knit. 

Next row - Knit to last 3 sts, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl. 
Knit 3 rows garter st. 

Cast off knitways. 

MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew in sleeves evenly 
between coloured threads, placing centre of sleeves to 
shoulder seams. Join side and sleeve seams. Sew underlap in 
position at back opening. Sew on buttons.

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PANTS 

LEFT LEG 

Using 2.75mm Needles and M, cast on 37 (43-47-49-53) sts. 
Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Next row - K3 (6-8-5-T), (inc in next st, Kl) 16 (16-16- 
20-20) times, K2 (5-7-4-6) ... 53 (59-63--69-73) sts. 

Work 3 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts, Ml, K2. 

Com in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of foil 4th 
(6th-6th-6th-8th) rows until there are 61 (65-77-93-89) 
sts, then in foil alt (4th-4ih-4th-6th) row/s until there are 73 
(79-87-95-99) sts. 

Work 7 rows. 

Shape crotch - Cast on 4 (5-5-5-6) sts at beg of next 2 rows 
... 81 (09-97-105-111) sts. 

Work 8 (S-6-6-6) rows. 

Dec at each end of next and foil 10th (10th-8th-8th-8th) 
rows^until 71 (79-83-91-95) sts rem. 

Work 5 (9-7-11-7) rows. 

Shape back - NOTE - When turning, bring yarn to front of 
work, slip next st onto right-hand needle, ybk, slip st back 
onto left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as instruaed. 
This avoids holes in work. 

1st row - K54 (60-62-68-70), turn. 

2nd and alt rows - Purl to end. 



3rd row - K47 (52-54-59-61), turn 
5th row - K40 (44-46-50-52), turn.

9th row - K26 (28-30-32-34), turn. 

11th row - K19 (20-22-23-25), turn

I4th row - Purl. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Next row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

Next row - Kl, ♦ PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep last 2 rows 6 times ... 14 rows rib in all. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT LEG 

Work as for Left Leg to 
Work 6 (10-8-12-8) rows. 

Shape back - Working purl for knit and knit for purl 
throughout, work rows 1 to 13 incl as for Left Leg. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Work 14 rows rib as for Left Leg. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join front and back 
seams. Join leg and crotch seams. Thread elastic through 
2nd, 7th and 12th rows of rib at waist and draw up to desired 
measurement.J^

If you wish to subsUtute PATONS DREAM TIME 3 PLY (25g balls), you will probably need to use needles 1 size smaller 
and you may require 1 ball more for every 4 stated. 

Always check your tension carefully before beginning. Check ball bands for pressing instructions.

K = knit; P = purl; si = slip; psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbi = through back of loop(s); y bk = yam back - take yam under 
needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft = yam front - bring yam under needle from Imitting position into purling 
position; y fwd = yam forward - bring yam under needle, then over into knitting position again, thus making a stitch; yon = yam 
over needle - take yam over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; yrn = yam round needle - take yam right 
round needle into purling position, thus making a stitch; “Ml” = Make 1 - pick up loop which lies before next stitch, place on 
left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into back of loop; garter st = every row knit; stocking st = 1 row knit, 1 row purl; reverse 
stocking st = 1 row purl, 1 row knit (purl side is right side).

*** Cont on these 27 (31-36-40-43) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in every row until 23 (27-32-36-39) sts 
rem, then in alt rows until 21 (25-30-33-36) sts rem. 

Work 3 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-8-S-9) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 6 (7-6-9-9) sts. *** 

Slip next 1 1 (13-13-13-13) sts on to stitch-holder and leave. 
Join yarn to rem sts and knit to end.

Using 2.75mm Needles and Cl, cast on 37 (39-41-43-45) 
sts.

Next row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Cont in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of foil 4th 
(6th-6th-8th-8th) row/s until there are 71 (73-89-77-91) 
sts, then in foil alt (4th-4th-6th-6th) row/s until there are 79 
(85-91-99-105) sts. 

Work 5 rows. 

Shape crotch - Cast on 4 (5-6-6-T) sts at beg of next 2 rows 
... 87 (95-103-111-119) sts. 

Work 10 (10-10-8-8) rows. 

Dec at each end of next and foil 10th (8th-8th-8th-8th) 
rows until 77 (83-89-95-103) sts rem. ** 

Work 7 (11-7-5-9) rows. 

Shape back - NOTE - When turning, bring yam to front of 
work, slip next st onto right-hand needle, ybk, slip st back 
onto left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as instruaed. 
This avoids holes in work. 

1st row - K58 (64-66-72-78), turn. 

2nd and alt rows - Purl to end. 

3rd row - K51 (56-58-63-68), turn. 

5th row - K44 (48-50-54-58), turn. 

7th row - K37 (40-42-45-48), turn. 

9th row - K30 (32-34-36-38), turn. 

11th row - K23 (24-26-27-28), turn. 

13th row - Knit across all sts to end. 



I4th row - Purl. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Work 14 rows rib as before. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT LEG 

Work as for Left Leg to 
Work 8 (12-8-6-10) rows. 

Shape back - Working purl for knit and knit for purl 
throughout, work rows 1 to 13 incl as for Left Leg. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Work 14 rows rib as before. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join front and back 
seams. Join leg and crotch seams. Thread elastic through 
2nd, 7th and 12th rows of rib at waist and draw up to desired 
measurement. 

HAT 

Using 2.75mm Needles and Cl, cast on 111 (127-141-151- 
157) sts. 

Work 29 rows rib as for Back of Jumper, thus ending with a 
1st row of rib. 

Change to 3 25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st stripes (beg with a knit row) of 4 rows M, 
2 rows C2, 4 rows M and 2 rows Cl until work measures 16 
(17-18-19-20) cm from beg, ending with a purl row. 
Shape crown - Keeping stripes correa, 1st row - Kl, 

* K2tog, rep from * to end ... 56 (64-71-76-79) sts. 

2nd row - Purl. 

3rd row - KO (O-l-O-l), K2tog, rep from to end ... 28 
(32-36-38-40) sts. 

Break off yam. Run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and 
fasten off securely. 

MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join seam, reversing 
seam for first 18 rows of rib for brim. Fold back brim. Using 
Cl and cardboard 4 cm in diameter with a 1.2 cm hole, make 
a pom-pon (see below) and sew to top of hat. 



POM-PONS 

To make a pom-pon, cut two circles of cardboard, the diameter depends on the size of the pom-pon to be made, and should be equal 
to the size of the finished pom-pon plus approximately 1.25 cm for trimming, plus the diameter of the centre hole, e.g. for a pom-pon 
4 cm across, the circles would be 4 cm, plus 1.25 cm, plus 1.25 cm for centre hole, equals 6.5 cm. Cut a round hole in the centre, the 
size of the hole is approximately a quarter of the finished pom-pon. Wind the yam round and round the cardboard until the centre 
hole is completely filled up. 

Place the point of a pair of scissors between the two circles 
of cardboard and cut around, keeping the scissors between 
the cardboard all the time. Using a double strand of yam, 
wrap round between the two circles of cardboard, knot 
firmly, and take away cardboard. Trim pom-pon.
